TAMPA, Fla., Nov. 12.—(P)—A 
concerted drive by all craft unions to

BATON ROUGE, La., Nov. 12.— 
(P)—Officials og the Louisiana & 
Arkansas Railway and four brother- 
hoods were closeted today with Govy- 
ernor Richard W. Leche, of Louisiana, 
in efforts to adjust labor disputes 
which led to a troublesome strike of 


several hundred transportation em- 
ployes on the road. 

The conference followed the derail- 
ing of two trains in north Louisiana 
last night. Railroad officials said the 
derailing was caused by pulling of 
spikes and tampering with a switch, 

Three trainmen were injured in the 
latest series of wrecks, derailments 
and firing on trains w hich have claim- 
ed seven lives and injured a number 
of other persons. 

Those conferring with Leche were 
C. P. Couch, president of the railroad ; 
Harvey C ouch, cha&man of the board 
of directors of the railroad: O. K 
Hedges, representative of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers: Fred 
Barr, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Enginemen; W. L. 
Carter, of the Order of Railroad Con- 
ductors: Fred E. Nichols, Texas la- 
bor commissioner : B. W. Cason, 
[ouisiana labor commissioner; Gas- 
ton L. Porterie, Louisiana attorney 
general, and George M. Wallace, ex- 
ecutive counsel to Governor Leche.

Since 
that time, the location has been used 
by the Luther League and other or- 
ganizations of the church for regular 
out-of-door services.

THE SQUELCHED MAHATMAS 

Father Coughlin, the Michigan 
priest, who for some two years has 
been vociferously endeavoring to 
convince the nation that all the ills 
that affect our body politic would 
be cured if his economic panacea 
were put into force, at last appar- 
ently has realized that all his vocal 
efforts have been without result. In 
a recent statement he is quoted as 
saying: 

The National Union for Social Jus- 
tice, as a result of this presidential 
election, is thoroughly discredited in 
the face of the tremendous vote of 
confidence which President Roosevelt 
obtained. Therefore, our organization 
ceases to be active. 

It is to be hoped this means that 
from now on the “radio priest” will 
stick to his church duties and per- 
mit others to “save the nation.”

The good doctor ducked 
efforts to induce him’ to put his 
organization béhind the Lemke can- 
didacy, announcing that they would 
concentrate on support of senators 
and congressmen sympathetic to the 
old age pension program, And so, 
when the votes were all counted, 
he emerged with the jubilant state- 
ment that 87 members of the 1937 
congress, supported by his organ- 
ization, were successful. The list, 
it is stated, includes 22 Republi- 
cans, 54 Democrats, 6 Progressives 
and 5 Farmer-Laborites from 25 
States. 

It will be interesting to observe 
how many of this number have 
hitched their future to this eco- 
nomic fallacy.

Springs a Surprise. 

Speaking in Manchester, the for- 
mer prime minister of Great Britain, 
threw some very cold water on the 
affirmations of those who do not 
cease proclaiming that Germany is on 
the verge of plunging Europe into 
war with an attack either against 
France or Soviet Russia. “At this mo- 
ment,’ said the “Welsh wizard,” “the 
military strength of France is still 
far superior to that of Germany. it 
will take Germany years and years 
and years to catch up with France, 
not to speak of the combination of 
states which are allied with France. 

“I quote from official figures,” he 
went on, “and I defy anyone in the 
house of commons to prove the con- 
trary.’ Mr. George’s observation tal- 
lies “exactly with the remarks of a 
very high military officer, who at- 
tended the recent maneuvers of the 
German army. This man said that 
it was noticeable how few officers 
were with the troops, and’ he attrib- 
uted this to the fact that Germany’s 
new army has not yet had the time 
to train officers. It will take two 
years yet before the first classes of ca- 
dets begin to graduate from the mili- 
tary academies. 


Confidence Brings Calm. 


If the situation in Europe were 
really as hazardous as some sensa- 
tion-mongers would make it appear, 
I am sure that you would notice @a 
far greater degree of military activity 
in France than there is at present. 
Now here in- France there is not the 
slightest nervousness on the score of 
Germany. This positive calm derives 
in the last instance from the confi- 
dence in high quarters that there 1s 
not the slightest danger of an imme- 
diate attack, 

The French intelligence service is 
a perfect organization to which the 
actual status of Germany’s prepared- 
ness holds no secrets. It is the con- 
stant talk of the Amminence of war 
that keeps Europe’ on tenterhooks and 
it is not very doubtful but that the 
munitioneers have a hand in this, ‘Lhe 
scare must be kept up and constantly 
aggravated to keep the business of 
making war material functioning at 
top speed. Fear is one of the psy- 
chological conditions of the armament 
makers’ success. 

From the above it does not follow 
that Germany will not at some time 
or other surprise the world with some 
drastic move or other, as she has done 
in the past. Chancellor Schuschnigg, 
of Austria, made no secret of it the 
other day in his great speech to the 
Fatherland Front that he expects 4 
serious adventure in Europe in the 
course of next summer. 

se 


Germany’s Advantages. 


We can only guess at the nature 
of this move, which is obviously to 
come from Berlin. The point is that 
Germany has been following a policy 
of prestige since Hitler came _ {fo 
power. By mere diplomatic pressure, 
backed of course by a more Or less 
veiled threat of more serious. trouble, 
she has managed to obtain a great 
many advantages, because France and 
the other democracies do not want to 
take the risk of incurring the conse- 
quences of thwarting the reich, 

There is no reason to believe that 
the reich will suddenly depart from 
this policy. On the principle of “‘liv- 
ing dangerously” which is also Mus- 
solini’s motto, Herr Hitler will not 
hesitate to bring Europe to the verge 
of war. But as to throwing Europe 
actually into war, that is another 
question. For that, Germany is not 
prepared by a long way. 

In the meantime, the reich seeks 
to strengthen her position in the in- 
ternational field by gaining allies on 
the one hand and winning away ber 
allies from France. Her chief object is 
to loosen France from Russia, that 
all-powerful military combination, 
which she dreads most of all. So far, 
Berlin has not been able to detach 
these two states from each other, but 
she is steadily driving a wedge between 
them. 

Yugoslavia and Rumania have just 
decided to follow a “policy of more 
severity with regard to Russia.” That 
is to say two allies of France do not 
seem prepared to back up France’s al- 
liance with the Soviets. The defec- 
tion of Belgium from the French al- 
liance is also grit on Herr Hitler's 
mill.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
STORM WARNING WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Citizens, particu- 


larly businessmen, would do well to get out 
their ear muffs. A blizzard of Washington rumors is on. It is heavier 
and thicker than four years ago, and probably will prove just as wet in 
the end, 

You hear on colossal authority, for instance, that President Roose- 
velt is going to revive the old AAA, that he favors the Johnson plan of 
NRA, that he favors the Richberg plan of NRA, that he favors a con- 
stitutional amendment for both NRA and AAA, that he is going to throw 
out the cabinet, that he is going to rejigger his old commodity dollar 
theory, and soon. 

The simple fact behind these rumors is that, while Mr. Roosevelt has 
been delivered from his enemies by the election, he is yet to be res- 
¢ued from: his friends. 


PROPAGANDA Out of the 25,000,000 people who voted for Mr. 

Roosevelt, about 24,999,999 apparently consider 
the election result as a personal vindication and a mandate for some pet 
method of reform they have in-mind. And each of the thousands of 
politicians who worked for his election will whisper to you in private 
that Mr. Roosevelt is going to do whatever they happen to want him 
to do. 

The warning which the President gave in a press conference the other 
day was not a customary evasion. His advice against predicting the 
future course of government was apparently sincere, for the obvious 
reason that he has not made up his mind what he is going to do. That 
is, his purposes regarding NRA, AAA, etc., are well known, but his 
methods have not been selected, even in general outlines. 

The snow makers, of course, are merely attempting to influence his 
decision. 


SIFTING The President’s working technique now is the same as 
during the early days of his administration. He accepts 

recommendations and orders studies by half a dozen different advisers 
on the same topic. | 

For example, on NRA, everyone knows he wants to accomplish limita- 
tion of hours and wage increases. Such opposite polar explorers as Gen- 
eral Johnson and Donald Richberg have submitted opposite methods. In 
addition, equal or greater consideration is being given to the federal 
incorporation plan, vaguely hinted in a bill introduced last. year by Sen- 
ator O’Mahoney, but written by certain presidential advisers. Some- 
thing along this line is supposed, to be favored by the new White House 
favorite adviser, Tom Corcoran, co-author of the holding companies act, 
etc. There are also other plans for constitutional amendments and many 
Other methods, 

No one can now say with any degree of certainty that the President 
will accept one or any of these plans. At the same time, he will, posi- 
tively, have “a”? new NRA plan. 


ANALYSIS The wisest of Washington counselors, who has lived and 
worked near-the White House long enough to have an 
objective and philosophical viewpoint, sees the present situation from 
the inside in this analytical way: 
“Roosevelt reacts well to responsibility. 
and great. 
a sweep. 
“He is a great winner, but I would hate to be around when he loses, 
or er te with him when he was occupied with Just an ordinary annoy- 
ing job.”

POSTOFFICE Another thing which is still certain is that Jim Farley 
will retire from the postmaster generalship January 
20. - He will go back to New York in the building business to make 
some money.

This does not mean he has in mind any new artificial money machin- 
ery to maintain a balance between prices and purchasing power. Appar- 
ently what he hopes to do is to work in a general way, as with his new 
NRA, to increase wages and purchasing power to meet the general price 
increase which everyone believes is coming. 

Not an economist within his official family, and few outside, still 


believes it is poSsible to manipulate prices directly by manipulatin ol 
and credit. as ' i

| The Legion of Decency demonstrates 
\its views by listing a number of pic- 
' tures, unidentified by name, which it 
| classifies as morally undesirable. Con- 
'densed, these examples follow: 

Picture “A.” This proposes the doc- 
trine that when a man’s wife is selfish 
and unsympathetic he is entirely justi- 
fied in turning to another woman for 
love and happiness. In short, the film 
condones and justifies adultery, not by 
ethical arguments but by emotional ap- 
peal. Many of. those witnessing it are 
apt to sympathize with the hero, ap- 
prove his conduct, and thus change 
their convictions. Here is a false 
moral standard, wholly at variance 
with traditional beliefs. 

Picture “B.” The hero and heroine 
are forced to postpene marriage in- 
definitely. They are persuaded they 
cannot live without each other; they 
refuse to await marriage. Here is a 
film which by its sympathetic treat- 
ment presents most speciously the doc- 
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manners, form or customs. Here is a 
false moral doctrine, wholly at vari- 
ance with the fundemental teachings 
of morality. 

The Legion of Decency sums up as 
follows: ; 

“Traditional moral standards, based 
on the law of God, teach that certain 
acts are sinful and that certain acts 
are virtuous. Many films, however, 
by their insidious and attractive pre- 
sentation of false standards, induce 
their patrons to change their lifelong 
convictions and to believe that, oc- 
casionally, at least, certain sins are 
virtues and certain virtues are sins. 
All this means moral disaster, for 
when convictions are perverted, con- 
duct invariably undergoes a change for 
the worse.”

Editor Common Scold. 


Mrs. Anne Royall, the first woman 
to own and iedit a newspaper in 
America, was found guilty of being 
a common scold in Washington, D.

It is even “desirable that.the justice 
shall have had some work on behalf 
of soulless corporations, such as the 
utilities and the railroads, because in 
that way he may learn their methods 
from the inside.’ In fact, if a subway 
company or the Morgan house has 
hired a lawyer and the man has been 
successful it must be admitted that he 
is very good in his-work, because these 
clients have no time for inferior law- 
yers. 

Nor does it follow that his associa- 
tion with such interests contaminates 
his thoughts or sentiments and thus 
renders him undesirable, for attorneys 
take pride in what might be called the 
insincerity of their zeal for their

HEALTH TALKS

Dismissing consideration of bleed- 
ing piles, which is strictly a question 
for the physician in every instance, 
let us see whether anything can be 
done to alleviate the suffering of one 
who has an attack of piles. 

First, be sure it is hemorrhoids, 
and not one of half a dozen ailments 
which, without propér examination, 
may readily masquerade as piles. This 


will bore some readers, who will re 
gard it as the same old trick—‘con- 
sult a physician.” Nevertheless, I 
don’t get paid for it, nor even cred- 
it from the rank and file of the pro- 
fession; on the contrary it does seem 
sometimes as though a large part of 
the medical profession would like to 
see me—wherever that kind of doctor 
goes when he dies. But, no matter, 
I’m telling you. ' 

Piles or hemorrhoids (unfortunate 
that there are more than one name 
for many common ailments) are ordi- 
narily painless and indeed may give 
only vague discomfort between “‘at- 
tacks,” that is, inflammation of the 
varicose or dilated vein wall with or 
without clotting of blood in the in- 
flamed pile (thrombosis). For such 
a painful “attack” of piles, the suf- 
ferer will find: these remedial meas- 
ures bring relief: 

1. Keep off the feet as much as pos- 
sible, preferably lying down with hips 
higher than shoulders. 

2. Cut down food intake to half the 
usual amount. 

3. Take a brisk saline cathartic, 
either a tablespoonful of plain Epsom 
salts (magnesium sulphate) or a bot- 
tle of effervescent solution of magne- 
sium citrate. 

_ 4, If the piles are external, visible 
er prolapsed, apply as warm. &s 

able compresses kept t with diie- 
third glycerin and twé-thirds water, 
with hot water bag to keep the com- 
press warm. The purpose of this is 
to diminish edema and swelling. 

“When a dark clot is visible in the 
pile the sooner this is extruded 
through an incision the more quickly 
will the sufferer recover. This can 
be done by any physician under local 
without pain. If the 
clot or thrombus is not removed, heal- 
ing will occur eventually by gradual 
absorption or shrinking and change the 
clot into scar tissue—ijncidentally na- 
ture’s own cure for that particular 
pile—but this is slow, tedious and 
painful compared. with proper surgical 
treatment. 

Nostrums purporting to be. pile 
cures are humbugs, of course. Many 
of the pile salves and suppositories 
contain dangerous and harmful ingre- 
dients. I believe the hot glycerin com- 
press above described gives all the re- 
lief any safe remedy can give.

Legislatures in Connecticut and 
Arizona are in session now to con- 
sider the question, the Security Board 
reported. 

Kentucky and Virginia, the board 
said, are the only states that do not 
have an employment compensation 
law and where legislatures are 
scheduled to meet during 1937. Agi- 
tation for special sessions is reported 
in both states, the ‘board said. 

There will be regular legislative 
sessions next year in 43 states, the 
board said. 

States which have passed approved 
unemployment compensation laws are 
Alabama, “‘alifornia, Idaho, Indiana, 
Massachusetts, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire, New York, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina, Texas, Wis- 
consin and Utah. 

In the states where approved laws 
are in effect by January 1, a federal 
per cent tax will be levied on pay 
rolls of persons employing eight or 
more workers despite the state law. 
In these states, however, employers 
will be permitted to deduct from the 
tax amounts paid during the previous 
year to the state funds, up to 90 per 
cent of the total paid.

EUGENE O'NEILL WINS 
NOBEL LITERARY PRIZE

the death of Alfred B. Nobel, Swedish 
discoverer of dynamite, who left the 
$9,000,000 fund from which the prizes 
are given. 

O'Neill is considered by the Scandi- 
navian public the world’s ‘leading 
playwright. “Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra,” a trilogy, will be staged in con- 
nection witn the Nobel festival. 

Hold Pulitzer Prize. 

The 48-year-old O'Neill has won 
the Pulitzer pee for the drama three 
times, something no other dramatist 
has done. The Pulitzer awards in 
various fields were established in the 
will of Joseph Pulitzer, American 
publisher, who died in 1911. 

Q’Neill’s latest play presented in 
New York was “Days Without End,” 
which ran early in 1935. The pre- 
vious season “Ah, Wilderness!” had 
a lengthy run. 

Besides “Strange Interlude” and 
“Mourning Becomes. Electra,” the 
American playwright’s other dramas 
—more than 35 in all—include ‘The 
Emperor Jones,” which was _ also 
made into a motion picture and an 
opera; “The Hairy 
Under the Elm,” 

“Lazarus Laughed,” and “Beyond the 
Horizon.” 

O’Neill has roamed the world and 
lived in all sorts of circumstances. 
His first plays were one-act pieces 
about the sea, but many of his later 
ones dealt with murder, suicide, vio- 
lent death and insanity. 

He lives with his third wife—the 
former Carlotta Monterey—on an 
island off the coast of Georgia. 

He is now in Seattle, Wash., work- 
ing on a play of the far west in 1860. 

Prizes are awarded yearly in 
physics, chemistry, medicine, world 
peace and literature under the foun- 
dation fund which Nobel left. 

At the office of the collector of in- 
ternal revenue in New York it was 
said O’Neill would have to pay an in- 
come tax on the Nobel prize. The 
amount of the tax, it was said, would} 
depend on the playwright’s total in- 
come for the year. 


O'NEILL HEARS NEWS

Miss Claire, who has been with the 
theater since 1912, is playing in Chi- 


cago in “End of Summer,” in which 


she appeared on Broadway last sea- 
son. She is a native of Washington, 
D. C., the daughter of Joseph Fagan. 

Other winners of the medal include 
Walter Hampden, Otis Skinner, 
George Arliss, Julia Marlowe and 
Lynn Fontanne. 


In an address during the exercises. 
Professor Phelps called “Gone With 
the Wind,” by Margaret Mitchell, and 
“The Last Puritan,” by George San- 
tayana, “the two most § important 
American novel of the year 1936.” 

Of “The Last Puritan,” he said, 
“It proceeds from a great and lum- 
inous mind, and its observations on 
life and human nature are profound 
and penetrating. .. The characters 
are creations of the mind, rather than 
living creatures of flesh and blood. 

“The case is otherwise with “Gone 
With the Wind,’ Here the mere liter- 
ary style is undistinguished ; not crude, 
not cheap, not trivial, but undistin- 
guished. Yet the characters are alive. 

“, . « If one should reread ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’ just before reading ‘Gone 
With the Wind,’ one would obtain two 
opposite ideas of slavery. The only 
person who ever spoke the rea! truth 
about it was Mark Twain. 

“‘Gone With the Wind’ deserves 
its success; it is a steadily exciting 
story, and its picture of the south 
after the Civil War is so that one 
woman, who has lived in New Eng- 
land all her life, shouted while read- 
ing it, ‘Damn those Yankees!’”

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—(4) 
Automobiles began rolling across the 
transbay bridge at the rate of 200 a 
minute today after dedication of the 
$77,000,000 span amid pomp and en- 
thusiasm, 
| Speakers termed the bridge, span- 
ning 8 1-4 miles of salt water and tide- 
‘land between San Francisco and Oak- | 
land, the acme of engineering achieve- 
ment, 
| President Roosevelt pressed a but- 
ton in Washington that lighted “go” 
signals and set‘a long stream of traf- 
fic in motion while cannon boomed 
on 14 battleships, 250 airplanes soared 
overhead and two cities cheered. 

Even ferry boats, which now have 
titanic competition in the bridge for 
passenger, automobile and freight traf- 
fic, sounded. their familiar whistles, 

Gold Link Severed. 

Governor Frank Merriam used an 
acetylene torch to sever a golden link 
in a silver chain and shatter the last 
barrier to the bridge. 

Former President Herbert Hoover, 
with Merriam; at the dedicatory cere- 
mony, said: 

“The bridge stands as a monument 
to American genius in engineering ac- 
complishment.”’ 
| He added that the bridge represent- 
‘ed a dream of two generations and 
was the product of 100 years of ac- 
‘cumulated engineering and scientific 
knowledge. 

President Roosevelt was represented 
by Charles Henderson, RFC official, 
who said there “is not a finer bridge 
in the world,” or one more soundly fi- 
nanced., 

The state built and owns the bridge, 
the money for which was furnished 
largely through sale of bonds to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
A toll of 63 cents for each car con- 
taining not more than five persons, 
and 5 cents for each additional oc- 
cupant is collected. In 20 years, it is 
estimated. income will retire the 
bonds, after which crossing will be 
free, 

Ranked as the costliest in the world, 
'the span crosses the longest stretch 
of navigable water ever bridged.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—()—Jos- 
eph B. Eastman said tonight that 
many of the nation’s traffic problems 
could be solved by co-ordinating all 
types of carrier regrlation under a 
federal department of transportation. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sioner spoke before the Academy of 
Political Science on “Transportation 
Problems and Suggestions Toward a 
Constructive Solution.” 

“A good start in rounding out the 
system of public regulation was made 
in the motor carrier act, 1935,” he 
said, “and I hope that the same thing 
can be done for the water carriers and 
the air carriers. 

Advocates Regulation. 

“The government must see to it that 
competition does not take on unfair 
and destructive forms, and that the 
operations of the various types of car- 
riers are combined and co-ordinated 
where that will serve the public in- 
terest best.” 

Drawing on the experience of the 
British ministry of transport, East- 
man said: 

“The establishment of such a de- 
partment of transportation here is 
worthy of consideration. My own in- 
clination is to prefer a nenpcelitical, 
independent agency, associated with 
the (Interstate Commerce) commis- 
sion.’

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F.D.R.Cabinet May Resign in Body 
To Permit Shakeup After January 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12-—?)— 
President Roosevelt’s entire cabinet 
may resign before his second inaugura- 
tion next January 20—but that’s just 
ex old cabinet custom. 

With conjecture rife con*erning the 
probable makeup of the next cabinet, a 
| White House attache expressed belief 
the ten present cabinet officers would 
tender their resignations nexr the close 
of President Roosevelt’s current term 


“as a matter of delicacy,” thus leav- 
ing him free to reappoint whom he 
desired. 

At the State Department. however, 
‘experts on precedent said neither am- 


| bassadors nor ministers would submit 
resignations inasmuch as the election 


produced no change of administration. 

Where the cabinet is concerned, a 
search of treaties on the susject in the 
LiLrary of Congr-ss disclosed some 
changes in custom over the rears, espe- 
cially regarding the reappointment of 
cabinet members by holdever presi- 
dents. 

“Originaily a person nominated and 
confirmed to a cabinet position held 
his office without a new appointment 
and a new commission under a presi- 
dent succeeding himself,” one historian 
wrote, “but a custom grew up that 
when a president, elected te a second 


his former cabinet, for him to renomi- 
nate such a person to the senate.” 

President Wilson, however, did not 
go through the formality of renomi- 
nating the members he retained in his 
second cabinet; the writer said, and 
neither did President Coolidge when 
he succeeded Harding. These Presi- 
ents just retained certain old cabi- 
net members without reappointment, 

In the early days of the country, 
cabinet members were not appoint- 
ed for any fixed term, but an act of 
congress in 1866 provided they should 
hold office during the term of the 
President by whom they were appoint- 
ed and for one month thereafter. Now. 
White House sources said, they hold 
office “at the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent.” 

A clause to this effect was inserted 
in the commissions issued cabinet of- 
ficere by President Andrew Jackson 
and White House officials said pres- 
ent-day commissions retain the stipu- 
lation. 

Another sidelight on presidential 
eabinets is that there is nothing in 
the constitution requiring organiza- 
tion of such a body. One clause pro- 
vides that the chief executive may re- 
quire in writing the opinions of any 
of the principal officers of the execu- 
tive departments but nowhere is he 
specifically directed to form them into

ANNOUNCED BY BERRY 


At Same Time Senator O’Ma- 
honey Reveals New Bill 
To Achieve NRA.

WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 12.—(/)— 
Amid speculation over President 
Roosevelt's plans for achieving the ob- 
jectives of NRA, a call went out to- 
day for business and labor to meet 


here next month to formulate “a pro- 
gram of industrial legislation looking 
toward long-time stabilization of re- 
covery.” 

The call issued by Major George L. 
Berry, co-ordinator for industrial co- 
operation, invited all representatives 
of industry and: labor to meet with 
the council for industrial progress here 
December 10 and 11. 

At the same time, Senator O'Ma- 
honey, Democrat, Wyoming, announc- 
ed he was framing a new bill for li- 
censing corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce, a proposal widely dis- 
cussed as a means of achieving NRA 


On a third front, Secretary Roper 
was preparing a report fcr President 
Roosevelt on the accomplishments and 
shortcomings of NRA, which officials 
said would be ready for the White 
House in about a month. 


In view of the recent election re- 
sults, Berry’s call was regarded with 
more significance than was accorded 
his industrial conference last year. 
Apparently taking cognizance of the 
new situation, Berry Said in his an- 
nouncement: 

“Industry, and the government as 
well, must yield to and reflect the 
people's will. Our program will go for- 
ward and will affect all those who 
operate the business affairs of this 
democracy.” 


Survey Shows ’Leggers 
Still Highly Organized. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—(4)—As- 
serting the pooseaens business “is 
as highly organized since repeal as 
it was during prohibition,” the In- 
stitute of Public Administration to- 
night called for an enlargement of 
law enforcement agencies. 

The institute, announcing the first 
of a series of conclusions based on 
a two-year study of the liquor prob- 
lem, estimated 40,000,000 gallons of 
untaxed liquor were produced in 
1935 as compared with the with- 
drawal of 82,816,000 gallons of tax- 
paid spirits. 

Luther Gulick, director of the in- 
stitute, said: “At present we lack 
the police manpower to defeat the 
bootleggers: we can eliminate some 
of them and only harass others. The 
aleohol.tax unit should have at 
least a thousand additional men. 
State liquor law enforcement units 
should also be considerably in- 
creased.” 

As an alternative method of dis- 
couraging bootleggers the report sug- 
gested substantial -reduction in 
liquor taxes, but said: ; 

“It js not likely that. with their 
present need of revenue govern- . 
ments will move toward this reduc- 
tion.

Declarer won the opening lead with 
the king and rattled off six trumps. 
East had had to make an early deci- 
sion as to discards. He could count 
declarer’s trump length when West 
failed to follow. From the opening 
lead, and the queen in his own hand, 
he saw that declarer’s heart holding 
could be no better than king-nothing. 
East then asked himself whether de- 
clarer would have opened with a 
two bid and subsequently bid six on 
such a distribution as: Spade A K 
Q J9 8 7, heart K x, diamond x x, 
club A Q. The answer was that he 
might have made the first bid, but 
that he certainly would not have gone 
six without further investigation of 
partner's support. Therefore, declarer 
was either void of diamonds, or had 
a singleton. 

So East chucked his high diamonds 
on the second, third, and fourth lead 
of trumps, discarding hearts on the 
fifth and sixth lead. Declarer then 
led to dummy’s heart 
turned a club, finessing the queen.

how much do you weigh now? The dif- 
ference is not in your favor, for op- 


timal curves correspond to your nor- 
mal weight at 30. Take a tip from 
the scales and reduce. 

Pounds are obstinate. It is easy to 
keep slim before 30, when it is better 
to be pleasingly plump... but so dif- 
ficult to keep weight down after 30, 
when it is better to be slightly un- 
derweight ! So, most of us are too thin 
when we are young and too fat when 
we are older. We take less and less 
interest in active sports, and mure 
and more interest in food, and the 
natural tendency is to accumulate 
pounds. 

The weight charts printed on the 
average weighing machines are too 
high. They represent averages, not 
optimal eurves. Nor do they represent 
perfect weight for health, according to 
the combined data of 40 life insurance 
companies. An _ investigation shows 
that the lowest mortality at middle 
life is found among those a_ few 
pounds underweight rathe. than in 
those. who have continued to add 
weight. 

Although the borderline between 
overweight, normal weight and under- 
weight cannot be drawn with a hard- 
and-fast rule, here is a fair'y accurate

Night Baseball Tentative- 
ly Approved for First 
‘Time by American. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—(4#)—The St. 
Louis Browns, for years the weak link 
in the American league, were placed 
in the care of new owners today. 

The transfer, involving the fran- 
chise and players, became official 
when five representatives of the St. 
Louis purchasing syndicate appeared 
before club owners of the American 
league in a special meeting to receive 
unanimous approval. The syndicate, 


which purchased the Browns for $325,- 
000 in cash, has been capitalized for 
$500,000, leaving a balance of $175,- 
OO) for development of the team. 

The names of 18 syndicate mem- 
bers were revealed. They are headed 
by Donald Lee Barnes, investment 
banker, who is slated to become presi- 
dent of the new organization, with 
William O. De Witt, for 19 years an 
official of the St. Louis Cardinals or- 
ganization, to become vice president 
and general manager of the Browns, 

The American league, 
ing the new St. 
agreed night baseball for the first 
time. T'wo years ago when the Na- 
tional league voted approval of night 
baseball, the American league refused 
to swerve from its course of playing 
baseball only during the daytime. But 
because of pressure from the St. Louis 
Cardinals, who also use the St. Louis 
Browns’ park, lights will be installed 
and a few games will be played by 
Browns next season after sun- 
down. 

New owners of the Browns were 


instructed to meet with the Cardinal 


representatives and also with those 
of the Phil Ball estate, which re- 
tains poseession of the park, and to 
agree on scheduling a limited num- 
ber of night games.

Federal Reserve Chief Says 


Neither Brokers, Bankers 
Are Ajding Uptrend. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(P)— 
Government financial authorities said 


they were keeping a close watch on 


the upward trend of the stock market, 
but asserted there were no present 
indications of any “unhealthy” condi- 
tion which might necessitate the ex- 


ercise of federal control powers. 

Securities Commission and Federal] 
Reserve Board officials described their 
vigilance 
merely in line with 
duties, but added that should any 
“harmful” influences enter into the 
situation some action to curb it might 
come, 

If need should arise, the Securities 
Commission could speed action on long- 
standing proposals to separate the 
functions of brokers and dealers, could 
seek to prevent excessive trading by 
‘insiders’ or take other steps to re- 
tard speculative influences. 

The Federal Reserve Board, with 
powerful control over margin re- 
quirements and bank reserves, might 
change the present regulations gov- 
erning these. 

At present, security transactions on 
margin must he 55 per cent financed 
in cash. If this percentage were in- 
creased, it would retard margin trad- 
ing and dampen speculative trends. 

Through its power over reserve re- 
quirements, the board could increase 
banks’ required reserves, thus curtail- 
ing funds now available for credit. 
This move would have a broad, na- 
tion-wide effect on credit generally, 
however, and probably would not be 
resorted to solely because of the stock 
market,

TONDON, Noy. 12.—()—The in- 
ternational “hands off Spain” com- 


mittee tonight acquitted Russia of 
three Italian charges she had aided 
the Madrid government after a bitter 
denunciation of Russia by Signor 
Dino Grandi, Italian ambassador to 
London, Portugal and Italy had pre- 
viously been exonerated.
